Only One CM* Reported »d no Epidemic

.The annourieemcnt that. smallpox 


Imd broken ouHirourimdst was made 
Thursday afternoon with startling ef- 
fect, put the promptitude with which 
the Board of Health and the municipal 
authorities and physicians generally 
took the matter in hand greatly allay- 
ed the fears. and restored confidence. 
A special .meeting of the Board of 
Health was called Thursday evening 
and although a • quorum could not be 
obtained, a number of the leading phy- 
sicians of the city together with His 
Honor the Mayor and several citizens 
were present and an interesting discus- 
sion of smallpox and other contagcous 
diseases took place. 


The subject whi ch led to the calling 


of the meeting is HIM Cornelia K. 
Seelye, matron at the Newport Hospit- 
al, who had .come down with smallpox 
that day. She had been removed to 
the Lydia Mitchell house, adjoining 
the hospital grounds, and the place 
quarantined. 
Dr. Turner reported 


that one of his patients in the Fifth 
wtrd,» cousin of D»n Sully and re- 


• cent member of his theatrical com- 


pany, showed every sympton of the 
dreaded disease, but that he was not 
able to say positively whether it was 
smallpox or not 
Yesterday morning, 


however, he decided that it was not 
smallpox, and thus Miss See lye's is the 
only case at present known in the city, 
and her trouble must have been con- 
tracted elsewhere as she hut recently 
returned from a visit to the metropo 
lis. The house in which she has been 
placed has been quarantined as has al- 
so the hospital, and a guard has been 
stationed at the latter to prevent the 
possibility of any of the patients leav- 
ing the premises during the quaran- 
tine. 


The physicians present Thursday 


evening were Drs. C. Frank Barker} 
president of Board of Health, H. R. 
Storer, H. E. Turner, Francis H. Rank- 
in and W. Thornton Parker and the 
questions of vaccination, revacchia- 
tion, conpulsory 
vaccination, 
etc., 


were discusssed at length; also the 
needs of a pest house and the best lo- 
cation for such an establishment were 
taken under consideration. When the 
meeting broke up it was with the 
feeling that though every precaution 
should be taken, there was no real 
cause for fear of an epidemic, and it is 
hoped that the case already reported 
may be the only one to appear in yew- 
port.

Benjamin J. Burton. 


On Tuesday morning about ten 


o'clock, our citizens were surprised 
and shocked by a report that was cir- 
culated with lightning speed, from one 
extreme of the city to the other, in 
these words: "Ben Burton has killed 
himself," and the report proved true. 
Mr. Burton came 
home alxmt H:30 


o'clock, sat down.at the table, shot 
himself twice, one ball striking his 
head, and the other piercing his heart 
the latter killing him instantly. The 
proper authorities were immediately 
notified, and the Medical Examiner 
deeming it unnecessary, no inquest was 
held. 


Benjamin J, Burton, was born in 


Darien, Conn., July 3d, 1826, and came 
to Newport about forty years ago. 
The writer first knew him as a team 
ster in the coal business then carriet 
on by the late Charles Devens, Jr., (o' 
Uifford & Devcns,) on Commorcia 
wharf. 
After 
some years' serviu 


he left here and went to California 
where he was successful in business. It 
is said that he and. the noted banket 
flood were companion teamsters 
ii: 


San Francisco. Returning here afti 
an absence of several years, he con? 
menced a city express business, tuidm 
most discouraging circumstances 01 
account of his color. His horses were 
frequently injured, his harnesses cut 
and his wagons damaged by persons in- 
terested in the same business; but not- 
withstanding his ill fortune, ho perse 
vered, and in the course of a few years 
by his indomitable energy he became 
tho principal in a large business, am" 
no man in "Newport was better known, 
or more trusted than was he, and he 
soon accumulated a handsome fortune 
Ue was the originator of the Itellcvue 
avenue line of omnibuses, the Poin 
and Broadway lines, the baggage trans 
fer business, and was always a hard 
working, obliging, reliable, and hones 


man, 
but like many another, he me 


with misfortune, sickness and fluan 
clal reverses, aud iu a moment of de 
spondency, he committed the rash act 
which deprived him of life, and hur 
lied him into the -presence of the 
righteous judge. 
Although he was 


not a member of the Union Congrega 
tional church, he was always ready to 
lend them a hand pecuniarily, and 
was for a long time the leader of the 
choir, and only resigned the position to 
give place to the present leader. -He 
was a prominent member of "Star ol 
the East Beneficial Society," which 
wearing mourning badges, attended hi 
funeral in a body, on Thursday after 
noon, at which also attended a large 
number of our best citizens, who couU 
respect worth in a man, without regan 
to the color of his skin.

The extracts from the Newport MKK- 


cuitv of 1770 which we now offer for 
the perusal of your readers will, we 
liopc, be found interesting. To the 
young, tho advortisment of Mr. Selby 
will show that learning to dance was 
among the pleasures known to their 
kindred so long ago. There is also 
enough of commercial news to satisfy 
those interested in such matters that 
the business of the town in all its 
branches was being prosecuted with 
vigor. The arrival and departure of 
vessels as shown by. these papers was 
very large, trade being carried on 
with almost all parts of the world and 
passengers adding a very considerable 
to the profits. To the few, and very 


few, 
real Americans now living whose 


fathers told them of the trials and suf- 
ferings of the people of the town for a 
few yearn before and during the Amer- 
ican revolution, the recollection of 
which even at this distant day causes 
their blood to tingle with indignation 
at the brutal conduct of England to- 
wards its own tlesh and blood, and the 
reading of the letters from sympathis- 
ing friends in England to the Editor of 
the MKIICURY and his own bold and 
patriotic editorials, wo hope will be ap- 
preciated. Among other editorials will 
be found remarks upon the character 
and conduct of Gov. Thomas Hutchin-

Conocruiug Arrow Wounds.

Although many of our Indian tribe* 


are at present armed with the most per- 
fect modern breech-loading rifles, the 
arrow is still the favorite weapon of 
niiuiy Indian warriors. Swift, silent, 
accurate, aud deadly, it possesses for 
their purposes more advantages either 
for the chase or for warfare. 


Tho arrow, one of tbe oldest of weap- 


ons, seems to have nearly outlived its 
usefulness, and no doubt will soon ex- 
ist only iu museums or in the gentle 
sport of aruhory, but at present it is an 
implement of Indian warfare still wor- 
thy of consideration. By our soldiers 
stationed on the frontier, and inured to 
constant Indian forays, it has ever been 
regarded with 
aversion, tbe 
most 


dreaded of all missiles to which they 
are exposed. A single scratch from one 
of these terrible implements is more to 
be feared than many a bullet wound. 
In one of our frontier hospitals a soldier 
died in great suffering from what seem- 
ed to be a very superficial flesh-wound 
across the chest, made by an arrow in a 
skirmish with Indians. The arrow was 
left on tbo field, and so it was quite im- 
possible to determine the nature of the 
poison; but that be was tbe victim of 
a poisoned arrow admits of little doubt. 


The supposition 
that the Indian 


shoots his arrows carelessly and waste- 
fully is erroneous. 
It is possible for 


the expert marksman to ' "

and, even if the Indian were 
id to laziness, materials for arrow mak- 
ing are usually too scarce to allow of 
much waste of such valuable ammuni- 
tion in action. Tbe arrow can be shot 


to allow it to pas* readily between tho 
ribs of the running buffalo. 


These arrows are also 'UMH! for con- 


veying fire, either in considerable mass- 
es to set (ire to hay or to inflammable 
buildings, or as signals at night. The 
writer wns once with an expedition 
crossing the plains, and at Uimarron 
Crossing the whole command was sur- 
rounded by large numbers of Indians, 
who during the night seemed to be in 
communication with each other from 
01:0 
hide of the river to the other by 


means of fire-arrows. 


All these details which 1 have men- 


tioned show how skillfully tbe Indian 
arrow i« made, and also what a formid- 
able weapon it must be in the hands of 
experienced and crafty marksmen.

The arrow of the Ainerierui Indian is 


indued 
skillfully 
prepared, 
light, 


straight, and strong. Tho shaft con- 
ajus carefully made grooves, to allow 
lie blood to escape easily. Kadi tribe, 
ami even each warrior, has easily recog- 
nized devices on the-shaft, so that they 
are able to determine from whom tlic 
arrow came. To secure the necessary" 
feathering requires skilful fingers; but 
perhaps the best work on tlie arrow is 
shown in the attachment of the head to 
the shaft. After carefully drying and 
straigthening the shaft, a slot is made 
into which the arrow-head is carefully 
fitted and bound with wet sinew. The 
drying of the fibres contracts until the 
arrow-head is secure. 


Many of the best arrow-heads are 


manufactured* iu the Eastern States and 
sold to Indians through the traders, or 
even issued by Indian agents; but they 
are mostly made from scraps of iron 
hooping, of flint-stone, bone, glass* 
wood, etc. 
Not long ago, 'many . agri-i 


cultural implements, presented to .the 
[ndiaus by admiring Eastern philan- 
thropists, furnished admirable oppor- 
tunities for the manufacture of count- 
less quiverfuls of arrows. 
: . 


Tlic attachment of the arrow-head, 


although secure wlijln (Iry] rapidly, loos- 
ens when Wet, and it is oh this account 
that it is almost impossible/to remove 
shaft and head from the wound. The 
head is almost certain to become de- 
tached aiid 'remain hidden or firmly 
imbedded in the wound. 


But if tlie Indian has shown consider- 


able skill in the manufacture of the ar- 
row, he also possesses remarkable sur- 
gical ability in removing an arrow from 
the wound. 


The removal is effected by taking a 


willow stick and carefully splitting it 
and rubbing it as smooth as possible; 
then the pitli is carefully cleaned out, 
and tlie ends rounded to present as lit- 
tle obstacle as possible in following the 
wound tvjick. One stick is introduced 
rcry carefully to reach aiid cover tho 
uppermost fang of the head, and the 
other to cover tho lower fang, and 
when both are properly adjusted tlio 
outer ends are hound to the shaft of 
the arrow, and iill are carefully ami 
slowly withdrawn. When it is -possi- 
ble to pu-jh the arrow through until the 
head is exposed and cut olT, it should 
bo douu, tbe shaft can then be drawn

any ouu to become familiar with the 
process. It is very naturally a secret 
which few warriors would care to com- 
municate. Many substances are used, 
and undoubtedly some methods elabo- 
rate in disgusting details fail to make 
the arrow as poisonous as some of the 
simpler methods seem to do. Some re- 
ly upon juices pressed from poisonous 
plants, into which not only the heads 
but tho shafts also are dipped, and oth- 
ers use animal substances and fluids, 
like rotten flesh and putrid blood, even 
•eserving portions of dead enemies for 
:his purpose, although this last method 
s very rare indeed. Some use a combi- 
nation,—for instance, a liver and masli- 
cd serpents' heads,—but generally each 
warrior or family have their own secret 
method of poisoning, as well as of pre- 
paring the ''medicine" to make the ar- 
row deadly. 


Perhaps tho commonest mot-hod and 


least secret of all is to take a beef's 
liver and stick it full of arrows, like 
pins in a pin-cushion, and leave it in 
the sun until the animal mass has rot-

•ind we would be credulously simple wore 
wo to lull ourselves with the belief that 
because Newport isa healthy and beauti- 
fully situated spot, it must necessarily 
remain exempt. It may, and we sincere- 
ly trust it will remain exempt, but the 
same conditions exist bore as in other.

began in 1870, over-run all Europe and 
North America, and abated in 1878. Va-

The State Board of Health of Now 


York 1ms recently issued a sheet of 
memoranda on prevention of small pox, 
bearing specially on the duties of the 
local authorities, health 
officers and 


others. The laws of Rhode Island may 
differ in some particulars, but their spir- 
it is the same. First, it may be laid 
down as a maxim, that vaccination is a 
public duty for the protection of the 
whole community, and that none have 
i right to neglect it for themselves, 
their families, the public schools and 
the outside public at large. Secondly, 
nformation for procuring the most per- 
ect vaccine matter can be obtained 
from the Secretary of the State Board of 
Health. Thirdly, every local Board of 
Health (and in this remark is included 
the Newport Board of Health) should 
be prepared against small pox, by an 
agreement with all physicians to secure 
perfect vaccination in every household 
where they attend; by instructions to 
all health officers to ascertain who aru 
unvaccinated and exposed; and by no- 
tifying the State Board at once when and 
where small pox appears. 


Very Hkely our Newport Board of 


Health are attending already to all this; 
and, if so, it is gratifying thus to draw 
attention to their fore-sight. The Board 
came into existence because we became 
afraid of cholera; but, in the present 
aspect of matters, small pox seems to 
be the more likely disease to guard 
against. We are not alarmists, but un- 
doubtedly it is best to be prepared. Gen- 
eral suggestions are iiot, therefore, out 
of place. For example, every infant een'tly moot 
should be vaccinated before it is six «™atlr,t!ia" 
mouths old.

years old should be re-vaccinated, to

Accepting the incontrovertible evidence of 
Drs. Barker and Sears, that we liave in our 
midst an ever pressing danger from the pres- 
ence of so many unvaccinated persons, it is 
well to consider its probable causes, since thus 
we may learn one, if not indeed more than one, 
of the ways of overcoming the evil.

test the fact of complete protection 
against small pox. Those also, who 
have had the disease, should be vaccin- 
ated again, as it may attack a person 
who has suffered from and been marked 
by it, as well as a person who lias been 
only once vaccinated. It is an ascertain- 
ed medical fact, that .sufficient vaccina- 
tion removes all liability to the disease. 
Also, be it borne in mind, that vaccina- 
tion with lymph from clean and healthy 
Inoculated heifers causes no disease. 
Such lymph can be procured in Jfow 
York State at a cost of from six to twelve 
cents for each "slip" or "point." Of 
course, we strongly advise the use or in- 
sertion of this lymph be made by pby- 
sicianfi only. But it may not be imperti- 
nent, but rather the reverse, to suggest 
that the Newport Board of Health 
should keep, if it does not already keep, 
a supply of vaccine on hand, sufficient to 
meet any sudden emergency that may 
arise. 


Vaccination should be enforced in all 


manufactories that make goods which 
are liable to become infected, and es- 
pecially in all public houses and board- 
ing houses.

Mourning Heights of Trees. 


A writer in The Garden, reproduce 


an old but convenient method of ascer 
taming the height of a tn» as follows 


Suppose I want to find the height o 


a tree which throws a shadow of twei 
ty feet In the first place, I should cu 
a stick, say throe feet long, stick it up 
opposite the required tree, and measure 
the shadow of it. We will suppose tlie 
stick throws a shadow of two feet; now 
all I have to do is just to make a sim- 
ple proportion sum of it

The height of the tree throwing a 


shadow of twenty feet would be thirty 
feet; because as two feet is to thrue 
feet, so is twenty feefto thirty feet. By 
this method you can measure any tree 
that the sun shines upon, provided 
there is nothing to hinder measuring its 
shadow. 


Mildew on the Quince. 


At this season many quince orchards 


present a haggard appeariuce because 
of mildew, which has effected 'first the 
leaves and then the fruit, causing it to 
be blotched and unsalable. From some 
experiments made this year it is heliev- 


. ed that sulphur is: a remedy for this 
parasite. 
It is quite probable that 


:spraying quince bushes once or twice 
early in the season with water in which 
cuppems has been dissolved will insure 
healthy foliage. 
Jf anuther season 


proven tins to be correct ono of the 
greatest difficulties in quince growing 
will be overcome. It is the mildew de- 
stroying the leaves of the quince and 
'thus pi-eventing its wood from ripening 
which makes the tree not: hardy in 
many places where with healthy foliage 
it could be successfully grown. Well- 
ripened quince wood is very hardy. 
The roots of the quince are somewhat 
tender, but these can be protected by 
mulching. 


. Treatment of Apple Orchards. 


One <>f the reasons why apple or- 


chards are not more productive is be- 
cause the different kinds of trees of 
which the orchard is generally com- 
posed require very different treatments. 
Usually the Northern .Spy apple is late 
in coming into, bearing. This is on ac- 
count of its extremely vigorous growth 
while young, causing it to run too much 
to foliage and wood. But a pippin or 
Spitzenburg can hardly have too high 
culture or too much manure. The hai>- 
it of growth of the Baldwin apple tree 
seems bc-st fmited to the average treat- 
ment which most orchards received. 
Hence it has gained the reputation of 
being moat profitable, while, perhaps. 
with different treatment other varieties 
of equal or better quality would give 
more profitable crops. If a young tree 
is planted in an old orchard to nil va- 
cancy it should always be of some very 
vigorous variety.

Au iron Bliip, said 
one of these professional, \» a great 
mngnet The magnet ism of euch a 
is technically knowuas "jwrnianc 
from having received the umiu from 
some other mnpiet iUelf styled perma- 
nent. The position the vessel occupies 
in tho shipyard while in course of 
building is the principle feature in 
shaping of her magnetic influence. U 
may seem incredible1, but a vessel lying 
duo north aud south cu the stocks will 
he highly charged with magnetism— HO 
highly, in fact, that the nicest calcula- 
tions and moat skillful adjustment of 
neutralizing magnets is requisite to 
correct, its influence on the compass, 
and with the greatest care errors are 
made, which involve more or less trou- 
ble in the directing of the ship's course. 


Every blow struck upon the iron 


plates of tho ship's sides, upon the 
rivets, or eveu by the calkers, has a pro- 
nounced ellect upon the ship's magnet- 
ism. It is well known that in certain 
processes of iron-working, workmen, 
after striking the me,tul in one direction 
for ft few minutes, are compelled to. re- 
verse tho direction of their blows, so as 
to change the polarity, in order to pre- 
vent the Hue particles of the loose met- 
al from adhering to the tools. In ship- 
building it is impossible to reverse tho 
manner of striking, and the result is 
.that the magnetic currents are not 
equalized. 
• . 


If a vessel that, was built north and 


south in the yard travels generally 
north and south she loses a great part 
of her magnetism, aud a corresponding 
change is noticeable in her compass. 
The Hues of magnetism always run in 
a contrary, direction 'to the position tbe 
ship., occupies in building. It is said 
that the quality, ductility, and grain of 
the metal used in the construction of 
tho vessel hiivo :i groat deal to do with 
tbe magnetic currents. It sometimes 
happens that the greatest accuracy that 
can be .secured will not prevent a varia- 
tion of three ur four points from tho 
true point. 
Occasionally it happens 


that, for illustration, ft variation of but 
ouc point will be noticed when the ship 
is headed northeast, but headed south- 
east live or six points' of vuriation'ex- 
ist. The magnets used to neutralize 
the ship's magnetism consist of large 
bars of iron, spheres, spheroids, coils, 
and, in fact, iron of almost every shape. 
These are placed in different portions 
of tbe vessel, and exert a greater per- 
manent inilucnco the further away they 
are placed. \Yhcii placed near the 
compass they "make the needle wild;" 
If tbe engines are changed during the 
trip, if. new boilers are shiped, iron 
taken on board, or "patches" put on 
the sides, the magnetism of the whip is 
proportionally disturbed, and are-ad- 
justment is necessary. Usually an ad- 
justment for all practical purposes will 
secure safety, so far as the compass is 
concerned, for a year and probably 
longer; but cases are reported where 
iron ships but forty-eight hours out 
from port have been wrecked in conse- 
quence of a change in the ship's mag- 
netism producing a variation of the 
needle not calculable. These are rare, 
however.

Faoti About Whalebone. 


\o article of commerce varies more 


widely in its miirkot price than whale- 
hone. In January it may sell for $2 a 
pound, and in the following June for 
5 a pound. Twenty-live years ago the 
[trice was seventy-five cents a pound. 
t varies according to the catch, and 
this in turn depends on the liu-k of the 
whalers. If they find the' whaling 
grounds closed by ice, meet with ship- 
wreck, or for any reason fail to kill 
whales, the price will go up. Thin 
makes it a very speculative business, 
and the dealers can never tell what 
their stock is worth until they get 
news of tho catch. 


The main supply from the North Pa- 


cific whalers comes in November, aud 
a smaller amount from tho South Sea 
catch in June. Now aud then a small 
supply comes from David's Straits in 
Hudson's Bay. Whales are caught 
there at all seasons of the year, and 


ork is n 
tbe bone coming to New Yo 
apt to 
disturb the price. Many years ago it 
was the custom of whaling captains 
when out of stores to stop at some Ife- 
cific port aud exchange some of their 
whalebone for the necessary articles, 
and in this way small lots would come 
in to, trouble the market Ships arc 
now supplied so thoroughly that there 
is no longer any necessity of continu- 
ing this practice. 


Occasionally news of the .whalers is 


received from some 
vessel 
which 


chanced to meet with them, and re- 
cently an incident of this kiud caused 
a break in the market. Tho Arctic Oil 
Works of San|Francisco scuta tender, 
the Thomas Pop'e,-fto^ convoy' stores'to 
its vessels in tbe North Sea. The sea- 
son had been a very severe one, and the 
tender found that the vessels had. been 
kept back hy the ice anfl were: waiting 
a chance to go .north.- Tliey had had, 
however, very good luck in meeting 
whales, and had killed 110. Instead of 
returning empty, tbe tender took on a 
full cargo,- and two weeks-«go she 
landed at San Kraiictsco 210,000 pounds 
of whale bout1. The price at once 
broke from £:UJO to $^.»0 a pound, 
where it now remains, ... ....... 


The whalebone'business is very small 


compared with what it was thirty years 
ago. In 185-1 the catch was 3,4-6.200 
pounds, -and in 1884 -it was 42(1,808 
pounds. The decrease in production 
sent the price' up' from sevonty-fivti 
cents a pound, and another reason for 
high prices is that a great part of the 
catch is exported. Last year 113,02-1 
pounds were sent abroad. The supply 
comes from New 1 Jed ford and Sail 
Francisco, which are the great whaling 
ports ot this country. A great amount 
formerly came from Xantuoket, but 
the shallowncss of its harbor aud tho 
greater conveniences of New Bud ford 
drove its trade to the latter place. On 
hoard ship the slabs of whalebones, as 
they are termed in mercantile phrase 
are done up in-bundles of about 2UO 
pounds each, and are sent to market in 
that shape. In cutting up whalebone 
there is a loss of about twenty per cent, 
on tho raw material. The "hair" is 
worth ten cents a pound for mixing 
with horsehair for upholstery purpo- 
ses, and it is sometimes used-in the 
manufacture of brushes.
